ing railway train!” If the subject wore not 
one of such serious import, we should think 
“ Medicus” was becoming facetious when he 
talks of the seeds of cholera travelling by ‘a 
Speeding railway train!” A balloon would 
certainly bo a much more convenient mode of 
transit, when it is considered that cholera 
crosses seas and oceans, and leaps over rivers 
and mountains, We were going to ask where 
this railway is situated, as nobody has ever 
heard of it before; but Perhaps it ia con- 
structed specially for the use of the pestilence, 


to blame? Two weeks onght to be umply sufficient 
for printing the Statutes of a session, and even leas, 
when if is short and not very fruitful in legislation.
